lumber  jacks.  Field  workers,  cog  wheels,  bales,  Columbus  Statue,  Plantation 
workers,  angles,  oxcarts,  fruits,  flowers,  Aztec  Ruins  and  many  other  items 
too  numerous  to  mention. 

The  Republic  of  Mexico  is  bounded  by  the  Carribbean  and  Pacific  ocean,  con- 
tains about  760,000  square  miles,  mainly  mountainous  above  narrow  coast 
plains,  the  ranges  encircle  a high  central  plateau,  drained  by  many  non-navi- 
gable  river  systems.  The  climate  is  varied  and  the  central  plateau  is  mild  and 
healthful.  Good  railroads  and  road  connections  link  the  interior,  also  served 
by  many  international  air  lines. 

The  population  consists  of  30%  Indian,  55%  mixed  Spanish-lndian  and  15% 
European  descent.

QUOTES  FROM  THE  WORLD  MONEY  MARKET.  Australia  devalued  its 
currency  on  Sunday,  November  28th.  Their  was  devalued  17  1/2  percent  giving 
it  a new  value  of  $1 .01 74  in  American  money.  It  was  $1 .2354.  Their  aim  to 
make  their  exports  of  wool,  meat  etc.  more  competitive  in  the  world  market, 
also  to  stimulate  foreign  investments  and  bolster  sagging  foreign  reserves. 
Canada.  Once  again  the  Canadian  dollar  is  worth  less  than  the  U.S.  dollar.  On 
November  26th  it  was  quoted  at  98  1/2  U.S.  cents.  In  1 970  their  dollar  was 
stable  at  92  U.S.  cents.  It  reached  a peak  in  1976  at  $1 .04  U.S.  cents.  Mexico. 
Also  had  a drop  of  1 7 percent  in  the  value  of  peso  to  the  dollar.  The  new  rate 
was  28.20  for  dollar  buyers  and  28.48  for  dollar  sellers  in  private  exchange 
houses. 

The  Fall  M.S.N.S.  show  at  the  new  Hyatt  - Regency  Inn  in  Dearborn,  Michigan 
appeared  to  be  a hugh  success  with  over  1 00  dealers  on  the  bourse  floor  and 
good  attendance  during  the  three  day  show.

GRADING 

I think  that  when  we  initially  see  a note  that  we  need  for  our  collection  or  want  "just  because", 
we  generally  appraise  it  as  desirable.  Few  buy  a poor  note  unless  time  and  search  have  shown  it 
unobtainable  or  rare.  We  then  convince  ourselves  that  we  will  take  it,  even  if  it  is  not  crisp  un- 
circulated, and  later  will  upgrade.  We  all  know  the  tough  notes  are  expensive  and  should  be 
obtained  first,  but  who  can  resist  buying  the  less  expensive  notes  to  hurry  the  building  of  his 
collection,  either  for  self  satisfaction  or  an  upcoming  exhibit? 

Our  pulses  run  high  and  our  eagerness  to  obtain  that  note  "because  I can't  live  without  it"  often 
blinds  us  to  the  "grade."  Paper  money  grading  is  no  different  than  coingrading  - the  novice 
often  will  be  taken  by  the  seller  and  only  when  he  sells  the  note  will  the  "garde"  become  "real- 
istic", important  and  moral  to  mumismatics. 

Therefore,  it  behooves  us  lal  to  learn  to  "grade",  and  an  important  obligation  of  organizations 
like  P.M.C.M.  must  be  to  urge  a simple  system  to  be  learned  and  followed  by  all.  This,  in  the 
end  is  not  only  the  right""  thing  to  do,  but  the  best  way  to  avoid  disgruntled  collectors  and 
"bad  mouthing"  of  syngraphics.  Surely  most  of  us  have  been  aged  in  the  crucible  of  coin  collec- 
ting and  should  not  want  the  problem  of  grading  to  be  erosive  to  syngraphics. 

We  therefore  must  push  for  a grading  system  - simple  and  realistic  - so  that  it  may  be  followed 
by  all,  and  when  it  has  been  obtained,  used. 

I'm  not  certain  that  the  A.N.A.  should  be  the  leaders  in  the  endeavor  but  would  prefer  the 
paper  money  clubs  to  do  so.  There  are  many,  and  all  can  add  something  to  the  solution.  The 
Syngraphic  Liaison  Committee  may  be  a great  forum  for  this,  but  they  have  already  developed 
rules  of  exclusion  of  local  clubs  leaning  toward  only  the  national  clubs. 

How  much  better  it  would  be  to  have  every  paper  money  club  in  the  world  submit  a system  of 
grading  and  appoint  a representative  and  all  of  them  hammer  out  a system.  The  forum,  of  course, 
can  be  the  syngraphic  liaison  meeting  at  the  A.N.A.  in  1 977,  but  this  means  that  every  club  must 
work  on  it  and  attend  and  submit  so  that  E Pluribus  Unum  - "out  of  many,  one"  - results  in  a 
solution  with  which  we  can  all  live.

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NEWS  FROM  THE  NATION'S  CAPITOL 


Greetings  from  the  Nation’s  Capitol  ....  It  has  been  some  time  since  I have  had  the  opportunity 
to  write  to  the  picker.  I hope  that  you  all  had  a happy  Bicentennial. 

Although  the  issuance  of  the  $2.00  note  was  designed  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  $1.00  note, 
it  hardly  seems  to  have  made  any  inroads  at  all.  It  has  not  begun  to  circulate  with  any  frequency. 

The  only  place  that  they  can  be  located  here  in  the  DC  area  is  in  the  banks,  hidden  in  lower  drawers. 
You  have  to  ask  for  them  in  order  to  obtain  them.  If  the  banks  and  stores  dont  start  to  use  them, 
they  will  again  be  lost  as  circulating  currency.  Let’s  hope  that  this  doesn't  happen. 

On  the  subject  of  the  $2.00  notes,  first  day  cancellations  have  had  a lot  of  publicity,  but  I 
really  don’t  know  if  there  is  a market  for  them.  I notice  many  advertisements  for  them  and  the  price 
range  from  $3.95  each  to  $7.50.  I had  a set  of  fifty  notes  serial  numbered  from  01  thru  50  and  put 
the  State  flag  stamp  on  them  on  the  face.  They  were  first  day  cancelled  and  set  aside.  I later 
realized  that  they  were  some  of  the  few  which  had  plate  serial  number  1 and  that  the  Richmond  and 
San  Francisco  District  were  the  only  ones  to  turn  these  up.  Next  came  the  4th  cancellation  and  I was 
lucky  enough  to  get  permission  to  have  these  again  cancelled  along  with  some  others.  I had  the 
State  Flags  again  placed  on  the  notes  in  proper  order,  this  time  on  the  reverse  of  the  notes  and  then 
cancelled.  I had  a second  set  of  these  with  only  the  4th  cancellation.  It  seems  that  for  so  much 
trouble  that  there  is  very  little  interest  in  these  notes.  I would  be  interested  in  hearing  from  anyone 
who  is  interested  in  the  entire  set  of  50.  Very  few  $2.00  Star  Notes  have  appeared.  As  for  any  stars, 
they  ALL  have  been  scarce. 

I was  able  to  obtain  a very  interesting  $2.00  error  note  which  I sent  to  Tommy  Wills.  It  was  a 
face  smear  with  black  ink  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  on  the  right  side  about  3/4”  wide.  Tommy 
said  that  it  was  the  best  smear  that  he  had  seen  to  date.  I have  some  missing  digit  serial  numbered

slow.

The  Standard  Handbook  - An  Acknowledgement,  Part  2 


Most  of  you  ate  familiar  with  Neil  Shafer’s  “Guidebook  of  MocJei  n U.S.  Cm  rency",  ,i  i<  <iul.n  ly 
revised  hardcover  catalog.  What  may  not  be  widely  known  is  that  the  credibility  of  that  hook  has 
recently  been  strengthened  through  the  contributions  of  Chuck  O’Donnell,  and  betoie  that,  by 
Walter  Breen. 

O’Donnell’s  own  BEP  research,  and  his  separately  published  Standard  Handbook  (not  available 
to  the  mass  market  as  is  Shafer’s  Guidebook)  were  highlighted  in  my  last  column. 

And  what  does  Neil  Shafer  say  about  the  differences  between  his  catalog  and  O’Donnell's?  In 
a published  letter  to  the  Bank  Note  Reporter,  April  ] 976  issue,  Neil  writes,  “O’Donnell  has  values 
for  all  he  shows,  as  I recall,  and  his  work  has  been  super.  I couldn’t  begin  to  cover  t tie  details  and 
varieties  he  does.  But  we  aim  for  different  audiences  too,  and  the  trust  of  my  book  is  not  for  the 
collector  who  wishes  to  dig  into  every  corner  for  the  treasure  of  variation  in  these  notes.  Chuck’s 
is,  and  he  does  it  beautifully.’’ 

Mr.  Shafer  in  the  same  letter  responded  to  some  points  raised  by  a previous  writer  to  the 
BNR,  Leon  Goodman  (the  “G”  co-author  of  the  earlier  G-S-O  Handbook  editions).  Leon  and 
expressed  his  dissatisfaction  that  most  books  on  modern-size  currency,  except  for  O’Donnell’s, 
do  not  adequately  treat  the  major  varieties  that  are  now  well  established  in  our  hobby.  Leon 
rightly  made  reference  to  Wide  and  Narrow  Backs  (discovery  credited  to  Schwartz  and  others), 
to  Mules  (discovery  credited  to  Kemm  and  Hutchins)  and  to  his  own  key  research  of  the  Experi- 
mental issues  of  1928-A,  1928-B  and  1935  issues.  Such  varieties  were  largely  unknown,  much 
less  published,  until  the  first  edition  of  G-S-O  Handbook  in  1967.  Shafer  then  explained  that 
the  Experimentals,  because  of  their  extremely  low  popularity,  are  placed  back  in  Appendix  B 
without  valuations;  but  at  least  they  are  mentioned. 

I can  appreciate  both  Goodman’s  and  Shafer’s  positions,  but  the  continuing  debate  on 
Varieties,  and  their  place  in  the  catalogs,  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this  article.  It  really  warrants 
separate  discussion. 

Buried  in  the  fine  print  of  Shafer’s  Guidebook  is  the  following  important  paragraph:  “Sure 
the  Bureau’s  compilation  of  note  totals  in  1964,  and  especially  during  the  past  several  years,  it 
became  apparent  that  there  were  many  discrepancies  between  the  information  contained  in 
Bureau  files  and  the  notes  themselves.  A large  degree  of  success  in  straightening  out  these 
differences  and  obtaining  verified  information  has  been  achieved  by  Chuck  O’Donnell  through 
his  intensive  research  efforts  in  privately  held  records.  His  Standrad  Handbook  contains  all  the 
results  of  his  findings,  for  which  he  holds  the  copyright.  Figures  showing  amounts  printed 
which  appear  in  this  book  for  the  first  time,  as  well  as  Tny  figures  which  are  changed  from  any 
previous  edition,  are  included  with  the  express  written  permission  of  O’Donnell.  These  figures 
cannot  be  used  without  such  permission  from  him.” 

So  here’s  a tip  of  my  hat  to  Shafer  and  Western  Publishing  Co.  for  making  the  Guidebook 
of  Modern  U.S.  Currency  (Seventh  Edition)  the  first  among  the  popular-priced  books  to  adopt 
the  closer-to-the-truth  data. 

Every  catalog  you  purchase  should  serve  a given  purpose  - what  is  strong  in  one,  may  be 
practically  ignored  in  the  other,  and  vice  versa.  Also  it  is  not  fair  to  compare  the  content  of  a 
$3.00  quick  reference  catalog  to  the  comprehensive  information  found  in  a $15  or  $20  volume. 
As  usual,  you  get  what  you  pay  for. 

No  single  work  covers  it  all.  As  thorough  as  O’Donnell’s  book  is,  he  doesn’t  get  into  such 
fields  as  the  care  and  housing  of  youi  notes,  note  printing  security,  and  counterfeit  examples. 
For  these,  and  other  interesting  chapters,  you  would  be  advised  to  use  Gene  Hessler’s  catalog 
(H.  Regnery  Co.,  Chicago)  spanning  all  of  our  nation’s  currency  from  1861  to  present. 

In  summary,  even  though  my  paper  money  library  consists,  as  it  should,  of  several  up-to- 
date  catalogs.  The  Standard  Catalog  remains  my  favorite  mostly  because  Chuck  O’Donnell 
dared  to  start  from  scratch  for  accuracy’s  sake. 

Please  keep  rn  mind  that  the  Standard  Handbook  is  available  only  from  a small  secondary 
market  since  printing  was  limited  to  advance  payment  orders.

The  Cleveland  area  or  upper  2/3  of  the  State  of  Ohio  serves  232  Banks.  The  Pittsburgh  area 
serves  74  Banks.  The  Cincinnatti  area  serves  1 01  Banks.  The  total  number  is  407  Banks.  The  Savi 
and  Loan  Banks  get  their  money  from  any  one  of  the  407  banks.

If  any  bank  receives  more  money  than  it  needs  it  will  send  it  to  it's  main  branch.  When  this 
main  bank  finds  it  has  more  money  than  it  requires,  it  will  send  it  to  one  of  the  3 FR  Branch 
Districts.  From  one  of  the  3 branches  it  will  be  sent  to  main  or  4th  District.  This  district  will 
in  turn  cull  out  the  old  and  worn  bills.  The  bills  then  are  cut  in  half.  Each  half  is  then  punched 
through  with  holes.  They  are  then  disposed  of  by  burning  or  by  chemicals.  A record  is  kept  of 
total  amount  of  money  destroyed  and  at  the  proper  time,  a voucher  is  sent  to  Washington,  D.C. 
for  so  many  $1.00  bricks  and  so  many  $5.00  bricks  and  so  forth. 


When  this  money  arrives  from  Washington,  the  serial  numbers  are  recorded  and  the  various 
bricks  are  taken  to  what  I would  call  the  "Brick  Room".  I have  never  seen  this  room,  but  if  we 
use  our  imagination,  we  can  visualize  it  looking  like  our  large  food  stores  at  the  end  of  a busy  day. 
Each  kind  of  brick  would  be  like  a can  of  tomatoes  or  string  beans,  all  of  the  same  size  can.  Some 
rows  are  high,  some  are  low,  some  half  way.  Now  depending  on  whether  you  are  short  or  tall  or 
average  height,  you  will  place  the  new  cans  where  it  is  convenient  for  you.  You  will  notice  that 
each  person  who  comes  in,  will  place  each  brand  in  a different  place.  Now  let  us  assume  that  we 
have  an  order  from  some  district.  A different  person  at  a different  time  and  day,  will  come  in  to 
get  his  bricks.  He  will  pick  them  out  in  his  own  manner.  Therefore  we  can  conclude  that  unless  a 
procedure  is  set  up  for  storing  the  cans,  our  bricks  will  come  out  in  a random  fashion.  This  is  why 
if  we  could  follow  the  delivery  truck  around  his  route,  we  would  find  a random  selection  of  bricks 
with  different  quadrant  numbers  and  different  sets  of  serial  numbers.  We  also  can  have  different 
suffixes.  Recently  I found  a DB  in  a hardware  store,  but  in  checking  out  5 banks  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, not  one  of  them  had  issued  any  DB's.  It  could  have  come  from  Avon  Lake  or  Euclid,  Ohio. 

When  the  bricks  are  removed  from  the  Brick  Room,  there  is  no  record  made  of  the  serial 
numbers.  The  banks  who  receive  them  however,  do  make  a note  of  this.  In  other  words,  when  a 
new  suffix  comes  out,  it  can  go  to  any  one  of  three  places.  From  there  it  can  go  to  any  one  of  the 
407  banks.  If  we  add  the  Savings  and  Loan  Banks,  it  may  be  one  of  700  banks.  This  is  why  it  is 
so  hard  and  fruitless  to  look  for  any  particular  serial  number,  suffix  number  or  quadrant  number. 


Just  how,  when  and  where  this  culling  out  of  the  so-called  1 8 month  $1.00  FRN's  takes  place 
is  a mystery  to  me. The  local  teller  does  some  culling  as  part  of  his  or  her  job.  Except  that  the 
Cleveland  main  district  acknowledged  that  they  did  it.  To  conlcude  this  little  discourse,  if  any 
bank  finds  that  it  needs  more  money  for  working  capital,  the  process  is  reversed  and  old  and  new 
money  will  come  to  it  through  the  system  set  up.  Your  local  bank  most  likely  never  sees  a whole 
brick.  Maybe  only  200  or  300  notes  from  a brick.  I suspect  that  when  a new  suffix  comes  in, 
they  are  placed  in  the  back  and  bottom  of  any  pile  of  bricks,  or  are  placed  in  a separate  location 
and  marked.  People  who  work  for  the  4th  District  Main  Office  are  not  encouraged  to  belong  to 
a coin  club  for  obvious  reasons. 

I just  received  a practically  new  1969  D-A  $1.00  70  million  serial  number  note  today.  Pro- 
bably released  1-1-74  and  now  just  entering  circulation.
